Marshall 
denies 
gambling 
with MLA 

poker Trevor Zinclc told a 
confidant that he and 
Scott Marshall played on¬ 
line poker together and 
they accumulated 
thousands of dollars of 
credit card debt, a source 
tells Metro. 

Marshall, who has cere¬ 
bral palsy, accused the 
Dartmouth North MLA last 
week of racking up 
$10,000 of gambling debt 
on his credit card, without 
his knowledge. 

One person who knows 
Zinclc but wished to 
remain anonymous told 
Metro that Zinclc 
explained to him the alle¬ 
gations by saying he and 
Marshall played online 
poker together for years 
and split the winnings. 

Zinclc would neither 
confirm nor deny that ver¬ 
sion Thursday, saying: 
“This is all going to come 
out next week, that’s all I 
can tell you. There’s so 
much more to this stoiy 
and you’ll hear it all next 
week.” 

Marshall denied 
gambling with Zinclc. He 
said he often hung out at 
the MLA’s house when 
Zinclc played online poker, 
but only played it himself 
briefly when Zinclc went 
to the bathroom. 

Marshall said they never 
played on his own credit 
card, nor did they share 
winnings. He said he nev¬ 
er plays online poker him¬ 
self. 

“This is the first I’ve 
ever heard of it,” Marshall 
told Metro. “I don’t even 
own a computer.”

Zinck saying little 

MLA returns to legislature, dodges questions about gambling controversy

Trevor Zinek’s first public 
appearance in a week 
started with an apparent 
magic trick and ended 
with a testy media scrum. 

Zinck released a state¬ 
ment Thursday morning to 
say he would show up at the 
Nova Scotia legislature for 
the first time since allega¬ 
tions surfaced of him rack¬ 
ing up thousands of dollars 
of gambling debt on a dis¬ 
abled constituent’s credit 
card. 

However Zinck said he 
would not speak on the is¬ 


sue until a press conference 
next week when his lawyer, 
Dale Dunlop, is back from 
Toronto. 

Reporters gathered at the 
legislature to question him 
anyway. 

After a sweep of the build¬ 
ing they waited outside the 
entrance to the chamber 
with no sign of Zinck. Then, 
suddenly, the independent 
MLA for Dartmouth North 
appeared in his seat inside 
the chamber. No one’s sure 
how he pulled that off, 
though Zinck later told 
Metro he had been working 
in a back room. 

Zinck respectfully de¬ 
clined a series of notes from 


journalists requesting he 
come out to answer ques¬ 
tions or simply read his 
statement aloud. 

But he eventually did step 
out of the chamber and was 
surrounded by reporters. 

He said he would not re¬ 
sign from the legislature, 
but would otherwise not re¬ 
spond to the credit card al¬ 
legations from Scott Mar¬ 
shall, a paraplegic with 
cerebral palsy. 

Zinck, who was recently 
ousted from the NDP cau¬ 
cus over what the party 
claims is numerous cases of 
him being reimbursed for 
unpaid bills, said the whole 
story will come out next 


week. He also said he’s still 
working for his con¬ 
stituents. 

“I’ve been doing the work 
of the constituency in my 
office. I’ve been in my office 
every morning (at) six 
o’clock in the morning,” he 
said. 

When a Chronicle-Herald 
reporter checked a day ear¬ 
lier, Zinclc’s assistant had 
said via phone he hadn’t 
been in his office all day. 

Zinck accused the paper 
of inaccuracies. 

“You made some com¬ 
ments that I will be address¬ 
ing with your editor in re¬ 
gards to my assistant being 
unpaid,” he said.

Sex assault 
case hearing 
delayed again 


Suspect in hotel incident set 
to appear in court on Friday

An Edmonton man 
accused of sexually 
assaulting a woman last 
weekend in a downtown 
Halifax hotel showed no 
emotion as the judge 
announced his 
arraignment hearing had 
been held over for the 
second time this week. 

Andrew Norman Wil¬ 
son, 21, first appeared in 
Halifax provincial court on 
Tuesday on charges of sex¬ 
ual assault, aggravated as¬ 
sault, forcible confine¬ 
ment, choking and unlaw¬ 
fully entering a dwelling 
in the alleged incident at 
the Four Points Sheraton 
on Hollis Street early Sat¬ 
urday morning.

Some churches and volun¬ 
teer groups have stopped 
screening for potential 
pardoned sex offenders 
such as Graham James due 
to tightened rules on 
police database searches. 

Stricter enforcement of 
privacy around criminal 
records has made it far 
more cumbersome for 
society to weed out volun¬ 
teers and employ- 
ees who should 
not be working 
with the vulnera¬ 
ble. 

The RCMP, 
which adminis¬ 
ters the national 
criminal records 
database, reined 
in access in a 
little-noticed move last 
December. 

The criminal screening 
issue is getting widespread

Toll from mudslides in Brazil expected to rise 


At least 200 people were 
buried under tons of mud 
and feared dead on Thurs¬ 
day after a slum built atop 
a former landfill gave way 
in the latest deadly 
landslide to hit metro Rio 
de Janeiro. 

If confirmed, the deaths 
would raise the toll sharply 
from the 153 people already 
known to have died this 
week in slides triggered by 
record rains. 

Pedro Machado, subsecre¬ 
tary of Rio state’s Civil De¬ 
fence department, told 
Globo TV that as many as 60 
houses and at least 200 peo¬ 
ple were buried in the Mor- 
ro Bumba slum in Niteroi, a 
city of about 500,000 just 
across the bay from Rio. 

“In our experience, it’s an 
instant death” for anyone 
caught in such a slide, 
Machado said. 

The shantytown was built 
on a former garbage dump 
where trash had accumulat¬ 
ed for decades — making 
the ground there especially 
unstable and vulnerable to 


the heavy rains, said 
Agostinho Guerreiro, presi¬ 
dent of Rio’s main associa¬ 
tion of engineers and archi¬ 
tects. 

“It is very fragile soil. It 
couldn’t hold (the rain). The 
houses came down, destroy¬ 
ing the ones below them,” 
Guerreiro told Globo. “It 
was a tragedy foretold.” 

A fire department 
spokesman said six bodies 
had been found so far in the 
Morro Bumba and 28 peo¬ 
ple were rescued after the 
mudslide hit late Wednes¬ 
day. 

Alves Souza, commander 
of the firefighters in the 
Niteroi rescue opera¬ 
tions, said the 
wet, steep ter¬ 
rain posed a 
continued 
threat to anyone 
trapped in the 
wreckage and 
emergency crews as 
well. 

“The work is very intense, 
given the fact that the vol¬ 
ume of material we have 


here is very large,” Souza 
said. 

Record rainfall since 
Monday has triggered dead¬ 
ly mudslides across Rio’s 
metropolitan area. 

Firefighters said the offi¬ 
cial death toll stands at 153, 
but that does not include 
those buried in Morro Bum¬ 
ba. 

Nearly all the deaths oc¬ 
curred in mudslides that 
smashed through slums — 
yet another reminder that 
life in one of the world’s 
most famous playgrounds is 
much different for the poor 
than it is for the rich.

Horrifying 
case takes 
bizarre twist 


new jersey A horrifying 
case — a gang rape of a 
seven-year-old allegedly 
sold by her teenage step¬ 
sister to armed men — 
grew more bizarre when 
the girl’s stepfather 
showed up outside a 
courthouse Thursday to 
say that three of the five 
accused men had actually 
tried to help the girl. 

He was summoned to 
the courthouse by family 
members of the suspects, 
who have his phone num¬ 
ber on speed dial, a seem¬ 
ingly strange alliance 
amid a crime that has in¬ 
flamed the poor commu¬ 
nity of Trenton. 

“These three had noth¬ 
ing to do with nothing; I 
don't know why they 
locked them up,” the step¬ 
father said of Gregory 
Leary, 20; Timear Lewis, 
19; and a 17-year-old 
whom authorities have 
not identified because of 
his age. 

In all, five men and 
boys have been arrested 
on suspicion of raping the 
girl. The other suspects 
are ages 13 and 14. The

promoting prostitution. 

Police say there is DNA 
evidence of the crime, but 
the prosecution may 
hinge on the word of a lit¬ 
tle girl, her troubled step¬ 
sister and the other men 
and boys who watched 
the crime.

heard an argument in the 
couple’s room Monday 
night. 


“He’s the initial focus of 
the investigation based on 
their alleged turbulent re¬ 
lationship,” Alor said by 
phone from the state capi¬ 
tal of Chetumal. 

The cause of death has 
not been determined.

Thai government shuts 
down media outlets 


CENTRAL ASIA Kyrgystan Presi¬ 
dent Kurmanbek Bakiyev 
declared from hiding Thursday 
that he would not surrender to 
a violent uprising that put the 
opposition in control of much 
of the country, home to a U.S. 
air base key to the war in near¬ 
by Afghanistan. The opposition 
has seized vital official 
buildings in the capital of 
Bishkek and elsewhere and 
was giving orders to at least 


some security forces, declaring 
it controlled four of the 
nation's seven provinces. Op¬ 
position leader Roza 
Otunbayeva said parliament 
had been dissolved and she 
would head an interim govern¬ 
ment that would rule for six 
months until elections were 
held. She urged Bakiyev to re¬ 
sign.

approved a constitutional 
amendment Thursday that 
strips the president of powers 
inherited from the country's 
former military ruler, a key step 
in implementing a long-stand¬ 
ing opposition demand that 
could reduce pressure on the 
U.S.-allied leader. The opposi¬ 
tion had criticized Asif Ali 
Zardari for dragging his feet on 
relinquishing the powers. 
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unrest Thailand’s belea¬ 
guered government shut 
down a satellite television 
station and websites of anti- 
government demonstrators 
Thursday after declaring a 
state of emergency, then is¬ 
sued arrest warrants for 
protest leaders accused of 
storming parliament. 

The defiant “Red Shirts,” 
attempting to drive Prime 
Minister Abhisit Vejjajiva 
from office and force new 
elections, planned another 
mass rally Friday despite 
the emergency order that 
empowers the military to 
move against large gather¬ 
ings. 

Abhisit cancelled a trip to 
Vietnam on Thursday to at¬ 
tend a summit of Southeast 
Asian leaders as he groped 
for ways to resolve the 
monthlong crisis without 
use of armed force. 

“What the government 
wants is peace and happi¬ 
ness,” Abhisit said in tele¬ 
vised remarks late Thurs¬ 
day, explaining that the 
government had clamped 
down on opposition media 
that were “manipulating in¬ 
formation that is creating 
hate.” 

He said that arrest war¬ 
rants had been issued for 
seven protest leaders ac¬ 
cused of briefly forcing 
their way into the Parlia¬ 
ment compound on 
Wednesday. 

The confrontation is part

Those who support it 
claim that, during the past 
three years, we’ve lost 70 
conventions, and the eco¬ 


nomic benefits they bring, 
because the current World 
Trade and Convention Cen¬ 
tre is too small to attract the 
kind of conventions we 
need. 

Conventions, proponents 
argue, are tourism magnets. 
“You’re bringing hundreds 
of thousands of people into 
the market,” Trade Centre 
president Scott Ferguson 
told The Coast last week, for 
example. “They spend three 
times more than the aver¬ 
age tourist does ... They stay 
and they travel the province 
and they go back and they 
talk about what a wonder¬ 
ful place Halifax is, and they 
come back again.” 


But the proposed 120,000- 
square-foot complex on the 
former sites of the Halifax 
Herald and Midtown Tav¬ 
ern, which would also in¬ 
clude an 18-storey hotel and 
14-storey office tower, will 
require at least $100 million 
from taxpayers. 

Forget for the moment 
the predictable complaints 
from those who worry the 
project’s twin towers will 
block iconic views from 
Citadel Hill. As important as 
that debate may be, let’s 
save it for another day and 
simply look at the proposal 
on its business merits. 

Uh... 

The problem is that we 


can’t. 

We’re told there have 
been four consultants’ re¬ 
ports that all say the propos¬ 
al makes sense. But we can’t 
see the details, or the devil 
in them. Before they were 
released in response to a 
freedom of information re¬ 
quest from convention cen¬ 
tre opponents, officials 
blacked out virtually every 
page, certainly every impor¬ 
tant piece of information, 
from each one of the re¬ 
ports. 

And what about those 70 
conventions supporters 
claim we “lost” in the last 
three years? Bev Miller of 
the Peninsula South Com¬ 


munity Association, a con¬ 
vention centre opponent, 
questions those numbers. 
Toronto’s Convention Cen¬ 
tre only hosts a total of 
about 60 conventions a 
year, she points out. “Sim¬ 
ple arithmetic” suggests 
Halifax’s dramatic lost-con¬ 
ventions claim is “very un¬ 
likely.” 

We’ve been down this 
road before. 

Remember the Common¬ 
wealth Games fiasco? 

How about the MLA ex¬ 
penses scandal? 

Secrecy usually means 
you’re doing something you 
don’t want people to know 
about. 


Mayor Peter Kelly calls 
supporting the convention 
centre a “no brainer. 

“We need to not lose fo¬ 
cus and make sure the place 
gets built,” he told Metro 
last month. 

There may indeed be a 
solid business case for in¬ 
vesting $100 million of tax¬ 
payers’ dollars in a new con¬ 
vention centre. But it’s not 
good enough to say, Trust 
us. Show us the numbers. 
Be transparent. 

And let us be the judge of 
what makes sense.

When Dave Frederick’s 
home insurance premium 
came up for renewal, he 
got a nasty surprise. The 
new rate on his Blenheim, 
Ont., home almost dou¬ 
bled, so he set out to find 
out why. You might be sur¬ 
prised by what he discov¬ 
ered. 

Like many Canadians, 
Frederick lost his job in 
the recession. He’s recent¬ 


ly had to declare bank¬ 
ruptcy, but has managed 
to hold onto his house. He 
says he’s never missed an 
insurance payment. When 
he asked his insurance 
company why his rate 
hike was so high, they 
told him they now factor 
in your credit score when 
determining your premi¬ 
um. 

Plenty of Canadian in¬ 
surance companies have 
started using credit scores 
to help set your rates, say¬ 
ing the lower your score, 
the more likely you are to 
make claims. Just say you 
lose your job, you might 
hold off on fixing your 
roof. There’s a bad storm, 
and your roof leaks. 


You’re more likely to 
make a claim. 

Frederick says it doesn’t 
make sense. “I’m not go¬ 
ing to start making claims 
because I’m unemployed. 
I mean it makes me no 
money.” 

It doesn’t make sense to 
most people. A Market¬ 
place poll conducted by 
Vision Critical found 87 
per cent of Canadians 
don’t think insurance 
companies should be us¬ 
ing credit scores. About 
the same number polled 
didn’t know insurance 
companies were checking 
them out. 

So, are you paying high¬ 
er rates because of your 
credit score? Here are few 


things to check: 

• Check your insurance 
rates. Have they jumped 
recently? If so, your credit 
score could be the reason. 

• You can check your cred¬ 
it scores with companies 
such as Equifax or Tran- 
sUnion. If your score seems 
low, ask why. The agency 
might be able to suggest 
ways of improving it. 

• Ask your insurance com¬ 
pany if it uses your credit 
score as a factor in deter¬ 
mining your rate. Not all 
companies do, so if you’re 
not happy with the prac¬ 
tice, shop around.

The Premier Basketball 
League's playoff format is 
in disarray after a baffling 
turn of events late 
Thursday night.

Tiger Woods shot a 
4 -under-par 68 Thursday, 
his best score ever on the 
first day of the Masters 
despite a five-month lay¬ 
off tied to a sex scandal. 

Woods made eagles at 
the eighth and 15th holes 
— the first time he’s had 
multiple eagles in a Mas¬ 
ters round. Also, he had 
never started with a score 
lower than 70 until Thurs¬ 
day, when he put himself 
just two strokes behind the 
surprising leader, 50-year- 
old Fred Couples. 

“Why play if you don’t 
think you’re going to 
win?” Woods said. “If I 
don’t think I can win, I 
won’t enter the event.” 

The world’s No. 1 player 
is off to a good start for his 
fifth green jacket, and his 
score could have been even 
lower. He lipped out four 
putts. 

Still, no complaints after 
being away from the game 
so long and enduring plen¬ 
ty of ridicule over his per¬ 
sonal life, which fell apart 
after a November night car 
crash led to revelations of 
multiple extramarital af¬ 
fairs. 


Even so, he heard noth¬ 
ing but cheers from the 
Augusta National fans. 

“It was unbelievable, the 
whole day,” Woods said. 

“The people, I haven’t 
heard them cheer this loud 


in all my years coming 
here. It certainly helped 
keep my spirits up.”

nhl Sidney Crosby took 
the NHL lead with his 
49th goal and became the 
third-youngest player in 
NHL history to reach the 
500-point mark, leading 
the Pittsburgh Penguins 
to a 7-3 rout of the New 
York Islanders on Thurs¬ 
day in the final regular- 
season game in Mellon 
Arena. 

On a night the Penguins 
brought back more than 
50 of their former players, 
coaches and executives to 
celebrate playing in the 
arena since 1967, Crosby 
made certain there were a 
few more highlights be¬ 
fore the building known 
as the Igloo shuts down. 


Crosby was originally 
credited with his 50th 
goal of the season in the 
third period, but the goal 
was given to Bill Guerin 
after the game. 

Crosby finished with 
four points — assisting on 
Guerin’s two goals and an¬ 
other from Alex Goligoski 
— to give him 104 points 
for the season and 502 in 
his five-season career. The 
only players younger than 
Crosby (22 years, 244 
days) to hit the 500-point 
mark faster were Wayne 
Gretzky (21 years, 52 
days) and former Pen¬ 
guins star Mario Lemieux 
(22 years, 172 days).

True Olympic 
visionary 
steps down 



N ews that Chris 
Rudge is leaving 
his post as head 
of Canada’s 
Olympic move¬ 
ment is cause for reflec¬ 
tion. 

While the timing might 
be right for Rudge himself, 
his foresight and leader¬ 
ship will be sorely missed 
as Canadians rediscover 
their affection for an illus¬ 
trious Olympic tradition. 

One thing’s a given: We 
should all celebrate what 
Chris Rudge has been able 
to achieve during his more 
than seven-year tenure. 

He came to the position 
of CEO of the Canadian 
Olympic Committee as a 
relative unknown in the 
world of high performance 
sport. 

A former pro lacrosse 
player and high school 
teacher turned business 
executive, Rudge presided 
over halcyon days for the 
Games and the national 
consciousness. 

On board in Prague in 
2003 to guide the bid 
process when Vancouver 
acquired the 2010 
Olympics, Rudge then se¬ 
cured additional public 
funding for both winter 
and summer sports and 
doggedly defended the 
ideals of Own the Podium. 

No longer was it good 
enough for Canada to just 
take part in the Games, it 
must be a competitive na¬ 
tion. 

There was, according to 


Rudge, a belief that the 
rich province of Ontario 
had to make a more signif¬ 
icant contribution to Cana¬ 
da’s sporting prospects. 

His support for and ini¬ 
tiative behind Toronto 
winning the right to host 
the 2015 Pan American 
Games should not be over¬ 
looked. 

The building of new in¬ 
frastructure and a re¬ 
freshed Canadian sports 
system is well underway 
thanks to Chris Rudge. 

But it was the less tangi¬ 
ble message that he deliv¬ 
ered that is his ultimate 
legacy. Rudge was able to 
convince us that the 
Olympics and Canadian 
Olympic athletes are wor¬ 
thy of our respect and at¬ 
tention. 

“Our kids,” is how he 
refers to the Olympians. 
“It should always be about 
and for the athletes and 
everything else should 
flow from that.” Rudge 
made sure that our 
Olympic heroes like Alex 
Baumann, Marnie McBean 
and Sylvie Bernier were 
put in positions where 
they could direct succeed¬ 
ing generations of hope- 
fills. 

In short, Rudge had faith 
in the Olympic ideal if 
properly translated to 
Canadians. In that sense he 
was a visionary with a plan 
to get us back to where we 
belonged. 

He never won a gold 
medal on his own but 
Chris Rudge was the leader 
who helped show our ath¬ 
letes the way.

Swedish actress admires 
the spunk of Lisbeth Salander 


You can’t read her p-p-p- 
poker face — and don’t try 
figuring out her tattoo, ei¬ 
ther. 

As Lisbeth Salander, the 
genius sociopath computer 
hacker of Sweden’s phe¬ 
nomenal Millennium 
thriller trilogy of novels by 
the late Stieg Larsson, Noo- 
mi Rapace is like a cyber¬ 
punk Lady Gaga, minus the 
lust for fame. 

Her nose, eyebrow, lips 
and ears are covered with 
piercings. A shock of black 
hair covers nearly half her 
face and a ring of spikes 
adorns her neck. 

Then there’s her full-back 
body painting, a mysterious 
icon that looks as if it were 
created in Satan’s own nee¬ 
dle den. 

It’s the main image of 
The Girl With the Dragon 
Tattoo, the book and now 
movie (opening next Fri¬ 


day) that introduced Lis¬ 
beth Salander to the world, 
creating a franchise that ri¬ 
vals Twilight and The Da 
Vinci Code for blockbuster 
sales and fan devotion. 

The book has sold 30 mil¬ 
lion copies worldwide in 44 
languages, more than 
350,000 copies in Canada. 
The film, the 
first of three, 
has already 
grossed 
$100 mil¬ 
lion (U.S.). 

Every¬ 
thing 

about Sa¬ 
lander only 
gets weirder, as 
does the Larsson series 
through the remaining vol¬ 
umes of the Millennium 
trilogy. The Girl Who 
Played With Fire and The 
Girl Who Kicked the Hor¬ 
net’s Nest. 


How much of this 
is the punk, and how 
much is the real Ra¬ 
pace? It’s a little bit of 
both, actually. 

The self-taught Swedish 
actress, who successfully 
fought all comers to grab 
one of the hottest casting 
assignments of the 21st 
century, admits to having 
both an aggressive and a 


The Dragon Tattoo. 


“girly” side to her. 

Her first name is pro¬ 
nounced “know-me,” but 
that’s hard to do. 

“The piercings were real, 
but not the tattoos!” a 
laughing Rapace, 30, said 
from London 

“When I was 14 or 15, I 
had many interesting pierc¬ 
ings and I was some kind of 
punk rocker. And I have al¬ 


ways been on my own. I 
moved from my mother’s 
and my stepfather’s when I 
was 15 and have been tak¬ 
ing care of myself since I 
was young. So I think that 
I’m also a survivor and I’m 
pretty stubborn.” 

Rapace began acting at 
age seven after taking a 
non-speaking role in a 
Swedish film. Her work 


since then has been mostly 
on stage or TV, but her 
award-winning perform¬ 
ance as a downward-spi¬ 
ralling teen mom in the 
harrowing 2007 Danish 
film Daisy Diamond added 
“movie star” to her many 
accolades. 

Rapace is well known 
across Scandinavia — she 
gets stopped in the streets 
for autographs — but noto¬ 
riety alone wasn’t enough 
to land the role of Salander. 

“I knew I could change in¬ 
to her, but I didn’t think 
they could imagine how I 
would be able to transform 
myself. So I was very sur¬ 
prised when they called me 
and wanted me to come in 
and do an interview.” 

What is it, though, that 
made her want to play Sa¬ 
lander, a character of such 
extremes? She commits 
acts of violence but she’s al¬ 
so the victim of horrific 
brutality. 

“I like the fact that she’s 
a fighter. She’s a survivor. 
She doesn’t accept being a

You could call it 
predictable. But veteran 
Canadian filmmaker Vic 
Sarin's A Shine of 
Rainbows makes a virtue 
of its simple pleasures. 

Take the storyline for in¬ 
stance. Based on a novel by 
Scottish writer Lillian 
Beckwith, the narrative re¬ 


volves around eight-year- 
old Tomas (newcomer John 
Bell), who is picked up 
from a drab orphanage (is 
there any other kind?) by 
the resolutely maternal 
Maire O’Donnell (Connie 
Nielsen) and taken to her 
idyllic, rural home off the 
Irish coast. 

Maire’s opens her heart 
to the timid boy but her 
husband Alec (Aidan 
Quinn) rebuffs any efforts 
toward paternal bonding 
with an air of cold detach¬ 
ment. Of course, tragedy 
strikes and when it does, 
the limits of these newfan¬ 
gled relationships are test¬ 
ed in well-worn ways of 
your average family melo¬ 
drama. 


Sarin’s symbolism is 
equally typical throughout 
the film, splashing shades 
of joy and uplift with rich 
reds and yellows and mo¬ 
ments of despair with 
duller hues. In fact, the 
wardrobe choices for Maire 
— undoubtedly the film’s 
beating heart — constantly 
reinforce the hopeful buoy¬ 
ancy of the film’s title. 

Most films would sink 
under the unbearable 
lightness of such PG-rated 
conventions. But, in this 
case, the breathtaking vi¬ 
suals of Ireland’s Donegal 
County (Sarin also handled 
the film’s cinematography) 
and the director’s clarity of 
vision, however modest, 
lift Rainbows out of its 
own triteness. 

Both Quinn and Bell give 
adequate performances 
but it’s Nielsen who packs 
the punch, pushing the 
film beyond its several 
made-for-TV moments. 

Like Sarin’s previous 
film Partition (2007), Rain¬ 
bows doesn’t aim to daz¬ 
zle. 

It’s just happy to shine a 
little feelgood light on you 
and your family.

There's no denying that The 
Runaways broke open the 
doors for many-a-female 
rocker to walk through.

But that only causes one 
to question why she then ex¬ 
cised a sexual abuse experi¬ 


ence that was pivotal to Cur¬ 
rie’s motivations. Or, for that 
matter, why she focused in¬ 
stead on making The Run¬ 
aways one giant music 
video. 

To that end, The Run¬ 
aways is a marvel. Stylish, 
slick and at a snappy pace, 
Sigismondi keeps the music 
raging and the nostalgia 


flowing. 

The film will gather fans 
of a generation of moviego¬ 
ers who’ve grown-up dis¬ 
tanced from the ’70s but in 
the end, The Runaways cele¬ 
brates the girls’ music more 
than anything.

King Shadov, an exiled 
king played by Charlie 
Chaplin in A King in New 
York has better luck, but 
just barely. Shot in 1957 but 


not released until 1973 be¬ 
cause of its rapier jabs at 
American culture, the film 
follows a monarch who ar¬ 
rives in NYC only to discov¬ 
er his bank accounts have 
been drained. 

Broke and on unfamiliar 
terrain he clashes with the 
American way-of-life, de¬

Aviator shades, tight black 
ringlets and a foot-high 
top hat? 

It’s gotta be Slash. 

Having founded leg¬ 
endary rock acts such as 
Guns N’ Roses (GNR) and 
Velvet Revolver — not to 
mention penning some of 
the genre’s most enduring 
tunes — guitarist Saul 
“Slash” Hudson is an un¬ 
mistakable fixture in the 
annals of pop culture. 

Still, while discussing 
the release of his 14-track 
eponymous solo effort, 
Hudson admits that even 
after a quarter-century in 
the spotlight, he’s still a 
wreck when the curtain 
rises. 

“I have butterflies every 
time I get on stage, man,” 
he smiles sincerely, noting 


that such tension actually 
enhances his performanc¬ 
es. “That kind of anticipa¬ 
tion that makes you edgy; 
give it everything which is 
good, ’cause I think if 
(playing live) was like go¬ 
ing to the bathroom for 
me, it’d be pretty boring.” 

Such apprehension is ex¬ 
actly what Hudson reveals 
culling inspiration from 
when creating his name¬ 
sake record. Striving to 
break out of familiar con¬ 
fines without alienating 
fans, the album features an 
amalgam of his own inim¬ 
itable sound/style and the 
voices of artists he felt best 
suited the riffs at hand re¬ 
gardless of background. 
End results range from the 
obvious (appearances by 
The Cult’s Ian Astbuiy, Ig- 
gy Pop and Ozzy Osbourne) 
to surprising encounters

W ith the warm 
weather and 
the opportuni¬ 
ty to sleep 
with open windows comes 
the return of the Urban 
Thump Machine, those 
cars with the 1000-watt 
subwoofers that can be 
heard coming six blocks 
away, usually at about 2:30 
a.m. 

Music and cars have 
gone together for more 


than a hundred years. As 
far as anyone seems to re¬ 
member, the first car ra¬ 
dio actually predated ra¬ 
dio itself. The Auto Wire¬ 
less No. 1 was displayed at 
a fair in Missouri in 1904, 
more than two years be¬ 
fore Canadian inventor 
Reginald Fessenden fig¬ 
ured out how to broadcast 
voice and music through 
the air. I’m guessing that 
it wasn’t a big seller. 

By the 1920s, it was pos¬ 
sible to order a radio for 
your Chevy, but they were 
big, bulky, fragile things 
susceptible to spark inter¬ 
ference from the engine, 
meaning the only way to 
actually listen to it was 
with the motor off — not 
a great selling feature for 


an option that added more 
than $200 to the price of a 
car that sold for $800. 
Then in 1930, Motorola 
demonstrated the 5T71, a 
radio that could both op¬ 
erate while the engine 
was running and survive 
the rough roads of the 
day. Listening to the radio 
in the car took off. 

In 1956, Chrysler brands 
offered an in-dash 
turntable — seriously — 
that played both the new¬ 
ish 45 RPM singles as well 
as special discs running at 
16 2/3 RPM that could only 
be purchased from dealer¬ 
ships. But like the early 
car radios, they didn’t 
work so well when the ve¬ 
hicle was in motion and 
were discontinued after 


just one year. It wasn’t 
until the 8-track appeared 
in 1966 model Fords that 
drivers had a reliable 
(well, comparatively reli¬ 
able) format that allowed 
them to choose their own 
music while on the road. 

The cassette player was 
a big improvement when 
it came along in the 1970s 
and reigned supreme until 
the 1990s when CD play¬ 
ers became tough enough 
to withstand the harsh au¬ 
tomobile environment. 
Meanwhile, the era of the 
in-dash cassette player has 
apparently ended. The 
2010 Lexus SC430 convert¬ 
ible — apparently the last 
model from a major man¬ 
ufacturer to offer a cas¬ 
sette player as standard 


equipment — has a new 
stereo. It now comes with 
a six-pack changer. 

And how long will the 
CD player last? Show me 
a car with a built-in 


iPhone dock and I just 
might buy it.

A rap music smackdown 
looms in a federal court¬ 
room between oft- 
troubled impresario Mar¬ 
ion (Suge) Knight and 
controversial star Kanye 
West over a shooting at a 
star-studded Miami 
Beach party. 

Knight, founder of 
Death Row Records and 
promoter of some of rap’s 
biggest acts, was shot in 
the right leg in August 
2005 by a still-unknown 
assailant at the ultra¬ 
trendy Shore Club. West 
was hosting the party be¬ 
fore the MTV Video Music 
Awards held that year in 
Miami. 

No one has ever been 
arrested, and like many 
other shootings in the rap 
world, police found few 
witnesses although the 
club was packed with par- 
tygoers, including celebri¬ 
ties Jessica Alba, Eddie 
Murphy, The Black Eyed 
Peas and Paris Hilton.

Polanski attorneys say prolonged case is assault on system 


Roman Polanski’s lawyers 
have filed a last legal vol¬ 
ley in a California appeals 
court, saying that the 33- 
year-old sex case and its 
lengthy delays have been 
an assault on the state’s 
judicial system. 

The attorneys said in pa¬ 
pers filed Tuesday that the 
court should order an in¬ 
vestigation of judicial mis¬ 
conduct in Polanski’s origi¬ 
nal case and that the Oscar- 
winning filmmaker should 
not have to pay for it — an 


indication that he is run¬ 
ning out of funds. 

Polanski was arrested six 
months ago on a fugitive 
warrant from Los Angeles 
and is under house arrest in 
Switzerland. The 76-year- 
old has mounting debts and 
no way to earn a living 
while in custody, his attor¬ 
neys said. 

The defence made their 
latest plea in response to ar¬ 
guments from prosecutors 
who say Polanski must re¬ 
turn from Europe to face 


sentencing. The defence ar¬ 
gued that the director 
should be sentenced in ab¬ 
sentia to time served. The 
papers were filed in the Cal¬ 
ifornia 2nd District Court of 
Appeal. 

"It is unjust for a defen¬ 
dant’s constitutional rights 
to be held hostage to the 
district attorney’s office’s 
outright refusal to investi¬ 
gate the misconduct in 
which it was involved,” said 
the defence brief. 

Most of the 24-page filing 


was a recitation of facts 
that have been raised re¬ 
peatedly by the defence 
since they first went to 
court seeking Polanski’s 
freedom. They contend the 
now deceased judge com¬ 
mitted misconduct in the 
case. 

Polanski, the director The 
Pianist and Chinatown, fled 
the U.S. in 1978 after plead¬ 
ing guilty to unlawful sexu¬ 
al intercourse with a 13- 
year-old girl. 

He had served part of a 


90-day period in prison or¬ 
dered by the judge for a “di¬ 
agnostic study.” His depar¬ 
ture was prompted by the 
judge’s private statements 
that he planned to renege 
on the agreement that the 
study would be Polanski’s 
full sentence, according to 
documents filed in the case. 

The original prosecutor 
in the case recently gave 
closed door testimony to 
that effect, the lawyers 
have said.

Top chefs like Oliver are getting North Americans to focus on healthy eating habits 


Jamie Oliver is using fresh 
fruit and vegetables to try 
to win the hearts, or at 
least the fatty arteries, of a 
West Virginia city. Rachael 
Ray is working to reform 
school lunches. And Paula 
Deen, queen of Southern- 
fried goodness, recently 
taught an auditorium of 
kids how to cook and eat 
healthy. 

Chefs have always want¬ 
ed us to eat something 
good. Now, it seems they’re 
just as interested in seeing 
that we eat well. 

“They’re digging down to 
more substance, which is 
great because we all win,” 
says Phil Lempert, the food 
marketing expert known as 
The Supermarket Guru. 
“Before it was cleavage and 
being cute to get noticed. 
Now it’s all about sub¬ 
stance, nutrition.” 

This didn’t happen 
overnight. 

Pioneers like California 
chef Alice Waters and, more 
recently, journalist Michael 
Pollan have been preaching 
the gospel of fresh, unadul¬ 
terated food for years. 

But when eveiyone from 
Deen to Dancing With the 
Stars alum Rocco DiSpirito 
is talking about the benefits 
of produce over processed, 
you know the tent has 
grown a little bigger. 

“It became clear to a

bunch of us that not only is 
it a good idea now, but peo¬ 
ple are ready to be recep¬ 
tive,” says DiSpirito, author 
of the recent New York 
Times’ bestselling healthy 
cookbook, Now Eat This! 

That’s partly because the 
rock-star status TV chefs en¬ 


joy gives them an entree in¬ 
to American kitchens that 
previous proponents of 
healthy eating lacked, notes 
Lee Schrager, founder and 
organizer of the annual 
South Beach Wine and 
Food Festival. 

Oliver, for example, is 


headlining Jamie Oliver’s 
Food Revolution, an ABC re¬ 
ality show documenting his 
efforts to change eating 
habits in a community the 
network calls the nation’s 
unhealthiest. 

Chefs are realizing 
they have a respon¬ 
sibility to use 
their influence 
to foster 

change, Oliver 
says. And 
celebrities often 
can do that with 
more panache 
than traditional nu¬ 
trition advocates have. "" 

“You don’t want to food 
Nazi the fun out of every¬ 
thing,” he says. “You can 
still cook great things that 
are calorific, but you just 
need to intro it with land of 
— Look, this is a special oc¬ 
casion, or this is for the hol¬ 
idays, or whatever.” 

Snappy titles and glam¬ 
orous stars are new tactics 
for the eat healthy move¬ 
ment, which in the past has 
been perceived, fairly or 
not, as fun-deprived. Even 
Sesame Street is reaching 
for star power. The program 
recently named Art Smith, 
Oprah Winfrey’s former 
chef, as its healthy eating 
adviser. 

“It’s becoming less elit¬ 
ist,” says nutrition and poli¬ 
cy expert Marion Nestle,

Deliciously played by Gre¬ 
gory Itzin, President Logan 
stayed busy at his waffling, 
coverups, secret deals with 
terrorists, even an implicit 
role in Palmer’s assassina¬ 
tion — all of it done (as Lo¬ 
gan never tired of saying) 
“in the best interests of the 


country.” 

Ultimately thwarted by 
Bauer (series star Kiefer 
Sutherland), Logan resigned 
and was placed under 
house arrest. 

But in TV drama as in the 
real world, disgraced politi¬ 
cians don’t necessarily van¬ 
ish. They hatch a way to 
rehabilitate themselves

Caine backs UK Tory plans to help youths 


Actor Michael Caine 
offered support Thursday 
for a U.K. Conservative Par¬ 
ty proposal of a civilian 
service program — 
drawing on his working- 
class roots to appeal for 
help for disaffected youths. 

The two-time Oscar win¬ 
ning actor appeared on the 
same stage as U.K. opposi¬ 


tion leader David Cameron 
to support the National Citi¬ 
zen Service. 

“You may think to your¬ 
self ‘what the hell is he do¬ 
ing here, why is he here?’,” 
Caine said after being intro¬ 
duced by Cameron at a 
news conference. “I’m here 
because I’m a representa¬ 
tive of all those youngsters 


that have been for¬ 
gotten in this coun¬ 
try” 

A supporter of Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher in the 
1980s, Caine had 
been won over by for¬ 
mer Prime Minister 
Tony Blair in Labour’s 
sweep to power in Michael 
1997. Caine 



He said last year he 
would support 
Cameron, and argu¬ 
ing no party should 
serve more than two 
terms in office. 

The program of¬ 
fers two-month sum¬ 
mer social activities 
such as looking after 
the elderly. The 


Labour Party also has pro¬ 
posed a program aimed at 
young people. 

Caine said he was able to 
pull himself up from unfor¬ 
tunate circumstances — 
though he acknowledged 
times had changed. Young 
people need a second 
chance, he said. 

“What I had was a loving 


family, a loving father and 
an education,” he said. “And 
what I didn’t have — I did¬ 
n’t have drugs and I didn’t 
have guns. 

“You have now a veiy, 
very hard core of people 
who we’ve got really to 
save, and that’s what at¬ 
tracts me about this.”

INGREDIENTS: 

250 g asparagus spears 

1 tbsp olive oil 

2 shallots, chopped 

175 g potatoes, peeled and 

chopped 

150 g frozen peas 

2 2/3 cups vegetable stock 

small sprig of fresh mint 

4 tbsp Greelc-style yogourt 

40 g toasted pine nuts 

METHOD: 

1. Snap off any woody 
ends from asparagus 
stalks at point where they 
break easily. Cut off 
tender tips and reserve. 
Roughly chop remainder. 

2. Heat olive oil in large, 
heavy pot and add 
shallots, chopped aspara¬ 
gus and potatoes. Cover 
and cook over medium 
heat, stirring occasionally, 
6-8 minutes or until 


tender. 

3. Reserve handful of peas 
and add remainder to pot 
with stock and mint sprig. 
Cook for few minutes if 
potato is not quite tender. 
Season, then tip into food 
processor or blender and 
process to smooth puree. 
Return to pot. 

4. Blanch asparagus tips 
and reserved peas in pot of 
boiling water 2 minutes. 
Drain. Bring soup to boil, 
then stir in blanched 
asparagus tips and peas. 
Ladle into bowls. Swirl 
spoonful of yogourt on to 
each and scatter pine nuts 
over top.
